when tbe 


large aaf« of John Reddocti 
was 


blown open, causing a loss of about 
.eight hundred dollars to Mr Red- 
doch. 


la both cases tbe robbers escaped 


The tracks of the Shady Grove yegg- 
men were hardly cold and the 
ex- 


citement abated when robbers came 
Into Troy, boldy robbed the passeng- 
er station eafe of its contents and 
got away 


At nearly three-thirty o'clock this 


morning a 
report 
was heard by 


Fletcher Crow at his sleeping apart- 
ments above his store, adjacent the 
station 
He hurriedly went 
down 


into bis store, 
but found 
nothing 


strong 
He went out on the 
front 


forcfc and looked over about 
the 


{••senger station, 
but everything 


locked dark over there, and he went 
baek to bed, not knowing that bold 
yeggmen were rifling a 
safe 
not 


fifty yards from where he stood 


That the safe was blown open was 


discovered this morning by Police- 
man W B Belly, who passed that 
way at six o'clock. 
He found 


switch light dimly burning Just out- 
»ide of the office door, and then dls 
covered that the safe had been rob- 
bed 
Ticket Agent Allred was noti- 


fied and tbe officers immediately set 
to work trying to apprehend

criminal*.
